Tiburón Master Plan Unveiled; Parkway Atop Hills Shown

A beautifully-planted, 80-foot- 
wide parkway along the top of the 
ridge from Alto nearly to Tiburon 
is one of the more spectacular fea­ 
tures of the m aster plan for T i­ 
buron peninsula which members of 
the Coordinating Council—and a 
good m any others—saw in ten ta­ 
tive form last night. 
Rowland Darnell, county plan­ 
ning engineer who has draw n up 
the m aster plan 
mostly 
during 
spare tim e unveiled maps show­ 
ing the as-yet-unnam ed parkway 
and other features th a t he thinks 
it would be nice for Tiburon penin­ 
sula to have some day. 
Skeleton of the plan is a school 
system comprising a dozen elem­ 


entary sites (including the present 
one) and a high school. Commer­ 
cial centers are strategically spot­ 
ted and recreation areas are plan­ 
ned for yatch 
harbors, 
picnic 
areas, 
playgrounds, 
hiking 
and 
riding trails. 
Zones recognized on the maps 
are, single-family residential, m ul­ 
tiple residential, commercial, pro­ 
fessional 
(a 
new 
classification 
th a t would include publishing, in­ 
surance and other office buildings 
in the m anner of Menlo Park), 
and commercial recreation (also 
new, for 
yacht 
harbors, 
riding 
stables and similar 
concessions). 
No industrial zone is provided. 
Unless otherwise classified in the 
plan, single-family residential zon­ 


ing would apply in all parts of the 
peninsula. 
Darnell says th at he is willing 
to explain the plan to all inter­ 
ested groups. After th at it will go 
back to the coordinating council 
with any changes and then to the 
c o u n t y 
planning 
commission, 
which will hold official hearings 
and make recommendations to the 
board of supervisors. 
The plan, 
including Straw berry’s 
m a s t e r 
plan, will be published in book 
form. 
Not included in the plan 
are 
tideland 
development 
and 
the 
proposed San Francisco-Tiburon 
Bridge. 
Darnell said he had “more citi­ 
zen cooperation 
than 
I ’ve ever 


seen*4 in preparing the plan. Many 
organizations took part, individ­ 
ually or through the coordinating 
council. 
Prelim inary 
data 
was 
gathered 
by Reed Parents’ Club. 
Developers and a num ber of resi­ 
dents of all parts of the peninsula 
contributed valuable work, D ar­ 
nell said. 
Ultimate population of the pen­ 
insula is estim ated at 20,000. W hen 
completely built up, there is ex­ 
pected to be a school enrollm ent 
of approximately 5,000 plus a peak 
of 2,200 in high school. 
For purposes of planning 
the 
peninsula was divided into 
four 
main neighborhoods: 
1. Strawberry-Alto East. 
2. Ring M ountain East and* West, 


I north of Tiburon boulevard and 
Trestle Glenn drive but not in­ 
cluding Paradise drive; Bel Aire, 
Big Reed Ranch, Belveron. 
3. Everything south of Trestle 
Glen from Little Reed Heights to 
and including Tiburon and Bel­ 
vedere. 
4. Paradise Drive from the Corte 
M adera city limits to Bluff Point. 
Schools, including present ones, 
were located by neighborhood as 
follows: 


Nos. 1 and 2, four schools ac­ 
commodating 
k i n d e r g a r t e n 
through 6th grade (K-6), one for 
7th-8th grades; No. 3, three K-6, 
two K-3 (Tiburon and Belvedere), 
one 7th-8th grade school, No. 4, 


one K-8 (Paradise Drive); 
One 
high school. 
STREETS AND HIGHWAYS 
Basis of the street and highway 
plan is the realigned state high­ 
way. (Tiburon boulevard would be 
taken over by the county as an 
auxiliary road). 
The 
five-mile- 
long parkway would start at Knoll 
road just east of Alto Wye, wind 
to the top of the ridge and follow 
8round to the anti aircraft sta­ 
tion above Belveron G ardens; cross 
Trestle Glen over a bridge, climb 
to the ridge to a point above Hil- 
arita and come down to the high­ 
way by Reed School. 
O ther 
principal 
n e w 
streets 
would be: 
1. Blackfield drive (60 feet w*ide, 


two lanes) extended 
across 
the 
ridge to Paradise drive about a 
mile east of Corte M adera wye. 
2. Avenida Miraflores, 
in 
the 
proposed Del M ar Estates, 87-foot, 
four-lane boulevard with a ten- 
foot center plot from the present 
barn area of the old dairy ranch 
to the parkway. 
3. Stew art drive in Little Reed 
Heights, extended to parkway. 
4. G ilm artin 
drive, 
extending 
from Tiburon boulevard to park­ 
way as four-lane road, continuing 
to Paradise 
drive 
as 
two-lane 
street.

1. 
Vicinity of Strawberry shop­ 
ping center on Highway 101. 
2 - 3 . Both sides of Tiburon 


boulevard near Bel Aire. 
4. Red Kill. 
5. Centro West, Tiburon,

sibly redeveloped in future. 
6. Certain portions of lowlands 
in Belvedere. 
COMMERCIAL SITES 
Two big 
community 
shopping 
centers, at Strawberry and Tibur­ 
ón-Belvedere, each approximately 
12 acres. 
One large neighborhood 
shop­ 
ping cenetr at Bel Aire and pos­ 
sibly three or four smaller ones, 
located at: 
1. One of two sites between the 
east end of Belveron Gardens and 
Trestle Glen road. 
2. Top of the ridge at the Inter-

CAUTIOUS OPTIMISM 
Pinay dealt w ith the disarm a­ 
m ent problem briefly, expressing 
a cautious optimism th a t some 
progress was being made. 
“An 
agreem ent 
(on 
disarm a­ 
m ent) is perhaps for ahead still,” 
he said, “for the basic question 
of control has not yet been solved. 
But agreem ent has been reached 
on certain fundam ental notions. 
We are resolved to leave no stone 
unturned in order to reach out 
goal.” 
Meanwhile, W estern diplomats 
said privately th a t Molotov may 
have dealt an unintentional blow 
to his own t>eace offensive by rais­ 
ing anew all the m ajor cold war 
issues.

ALTO FREEWAY WORK 
MAY BEGIN NEXT WEEK 


Construction of the million dollar overpass and 
freeway system at Alto may be started next week, con­ 
tractors announced today after receiving a state con­ 
tract for the project. 
California Department of Public Works awarded a 
$1,156,675 contract for the work to the Dan Caputo 
Co. and Ed Keeble of San Jose. 
The contract must now be reviewed by the state 
attorney general's office and work could start within 
two or three days after that is done, a spokesman for 
the Keeble Co. said. 
Plans call for construction of an overpass at Alto, 
service roads to highway frontage property and a six 
lane freeway from Waldo grade to a point just north 
of Alto. 
It must be completed by October, 1956, 
when 
Waldo Expansion, the new Richardson Bay bridge and 
San Rafael-Richmiyid bridge are also expected to be 
open to the public.

Bolinas, Stinson 


Residents Assured 


Of Tax-Free Plan 


Residents of Stinson Beach 
and Bolinas last night formal­ 
ized their decision to proceed 
with formation of a harbor 
district and asked the Marin 
Development Foundation for 
assistance 
in 
ultimate 
con­ 
struction of a harbor in Bolirus 
Lagoon. 
The 
unanimous 
decision 
came as no surprise. The Board 
of Directors of the Bolinas Bay 
Harbor and Parks Assn. had 
taken it for granted th at the dis­ 
trict would be formed. Agreement 
of the general membership came 
last night at a meeting in S tin­ 
son Beach Community Center. 
Already the Bolinas group has 
engaged the San Mateo law firm 
of Kirkbridge, Wilson, Hartzfield 
and W allace to investigate form a­ 
tion of the district. The law firm 
was instrum ental in form ation of 
a sim ilar district at Moss Landing. 
Horace G. (Steve) Stevens, pres­ 
ident-at-large of the 
California 
M arine Parks and Harbors Assn., 
told some 75 persons he 
didn’t 
think they were far from realiza­ 
tion of the district. Federal, state 
and county funds may be made 
available for the project, he said, 
to “safeguard your own 
position 
and entice help.” 
Procedure for forming a harbor 
district is a comparatively simple 
m atter. A petition bearing signa­ 
tures of five per cent of the regis­ 
tered voters of the Stinson Beach 
and Bolinas School D istricts will

In Reversal 


On Hot Issue 


County supervisors last night 
authorized a new criminal in­ 
vestigator for the district at­ 
torney’s office in a 3-2 split 
vote and over the repeated ob­ 
jections of Chairman Walter 
Castro. 


The new post is the one 
which Dist. Atty. W. O. Weis­ 
sich wanted filled by Sheriff’s 
Deputy Donald Midyett earlier 
this year. It w as tu rn e d down 
3 to 2 at th a t time. Yesterday dur­ 
ing budget hearings for the dis­ 
trict attorney’s office, Weissich 
again asked for the crim inal in­ 
vestigator but made it clear th a t 
the new m an would elim inate any 
charges th a t he is “raiding an ­ 
other departm ent.” 
EARLIER OPPOSITION 
The last tim e when Weissich 
asked for Midyett, he got into an 
argum ent with the supervisors and 
Sheriff David M enary for trying 
to take the sheriff's most exper- 
| ienced crim inal investigator. 
Chairm an Castro yesterday ob­ 
jected from the outset, declaring 
th a t the district attorney has two 
special investigators already, and 
the sheriff’s office has an able 
crim inal investigator. “There is no 
need for this duplication,” Castro 
charged. 
Weissich said he needs a cri­ 
m inal investigator to interrogate 
suspects, do followup work, assist 
police departm ents which do not 
have trained detectives, and keep 
his office advised on vice condi­ 
tions in the county. He explained 
th a t his two present special in ­ 
vestigators are chiefly engaged in 
civil investigations, and addition 
of a crim inal detective would not 
be a duplication. 
HOW THEY VOTED 
William Fusselman moved th a t 
a crim inal investigator be hired, 
and Mrs. Vera Schultz backed up 
the move with a second. Jam es 
M arshall voted yes w ithout com­ 
m ent, while Castro and William 
Gnoss voted against the new post. 
Gnoss explained th a t he would 
not favor this new post a t a time 
when the board is midway in bud­ 
get sessions trying to pare expense. 
He said he m ight vote for it after 
the budget is set. 
The newly authorized post of 
crim inal investigator would draw 
a salary of $381 to $476. 
Weissich also won approval of 
a pay raise for his deputy, E. W ar­ 
ren McGuire, and a new title for 
his chief deputy, 
Roger 
Garety. 
G artety, chief crim inal deputy, 
will be known as assistant dis­ 
trict attorney. However, his pay 
will rem ain the same as in the 
past on a par with Leland Jordan, 
the chief civil deputy. Weissich 
said the only reason for change in 
title is to clarify the line of au­ 
thority. In case of Weissich’s ab­ 
sence, G arety is in command. 
Deputy McGuire, who handles 
most of the land condemnation 
suits for schools, deserves more 
pay th an the other deputy dis­ 
trict attorneys, Weissich m ain­ 
tained. To give McGuire a raise 
over the other deputy D A.’s, the 
supervisors 
designated 
him 
as 
deputy D.A. grade 2, and the other 
two (Bruce Bales and David M en­ 
ary Jr.) 
as grade 1. M cGuire’s | 
salary will be raised by $50 per 
month. 


Judge May Displace 
D.A. In Courthouse 


Dist. Atty. W. O. Weissich and 
his staff may be moved out of 
the county courthouse to make 
room for a third superior court. 
This proposal came from several 
members of the county board of 
supervisors last night as the board 
continued its search for additional 
space for the new courtroom th a t 
will be necessary this fall with 
the Legislature’s „ approval of a 
third superior judge. 
Supervisor W illiam Fusselman 
was alone in urging th a t the new 
courtroom be set up in the pres­ 
ent law library. He said the law 
library couki then be moved into 
the basement office now occupied 
by V eteran’s Service Officer W. P. 
(Doc) 
Duhamel. 
Duhamel then 
could move to the civil defense 
office. 
B ut the other supervisors felt 
th at the law library would be too 
small, even as a tem porary m eas­ 
ure. C hairm an W alter Castro and 
Supervisor Vera Schultz ruled out 
the law library as im practical be­ 
cause it would have no space for 
the judge’s cham ber and for court 


reporters. Fusselman said th a t the 
present 
supervisors’ 
cham bers 
across the hall m ight be used a j 
a judge’s chamber, and court re­ 
porters could even be placed in 
glass enclosures in the corridor aa 
a'tem porary expedient. 
C hairm an Castro reported th a t 
a new building being planned by 
the S. K. Herzog Co. a t the corner 
of Fourth and A street, where a 
service station is now located, 
m ight be ready in October. T urn­ 
ing to Weissich, 
Castro asked, 
“Are you willing to move out?” 
The district attorney said he 
would be willing to do anything to 
help solve the space problem al­ 
though 
an 
office 
outside 
the 
courthouse would m ean certain 
disadvantages. 
The supervisors asked 
Castro 
and Public Works Director M ar­ 
vin Brigham to investigate to see 
when the Herzog building would 
be ready and w hether it would be 
practical for use by the D.A. 
The county paid $36,648 for out­ 
side office space in the 1954-53 
fiscal year.

Polio Experts Endorse 
Salk Vaccine As Safe 


W A SH IN G T O N (U.R>—A panel 
of top polio scientists endorsed 
8 to 3 today the safety of the 
Salk vaccine and recommended 
that the nationwide inoculation 
program continue. 


W A SH IN G T O N (JP)— Leading an- | 
thorities on polio research were 
divided sharply today on the ques-t j 
tion of suspending mass inocula­ 
tions until possible new safeguards 
are built into the Salk vaccine, 
j 
A panel of 15 top research sci­ 
entists returned before a House 
Commerce subcommittee for the 
public, technical discussions which 
Chairman Carl Priest (D-Tenn.) 
said he hoped would create “ re­ 
newed confidence” in the immuni­ 
zation program. 
Views voiced yesterday ranged 
from Dr. Albert B. Sabin’s sug­ 
gestion that vaccine manufacture 
be halted immediately until a new 
and “ less virulent” virus can be 
used, to Dr. Thomas M. Rivers’ 
comment that “ it would be tragic 
if we stopped now.” 


Dr. Jonas E. Salk, who devel­ 
oped the vaccine, was a member 
of the panel but he declined to 
express an opinion in that issue 
at the hearing. Later, he told 
newsmen his vaccine might event­ 
ually be developed along the lines 
Dr. Sabin suggested, but he saw 
no reason for halting the present 
program. 
There appeared to be no dispute 
among the experts that Dr. Salk’s 
vaccine was effective. 
Dr. Sabin, a long-time critic of 


the Salk vaccine, is a researcher 
at the 
Children's Hospital 
Re- j 
search Foundation, Cincinnati. He 
has been working toward a vac­ 
cine 
using a 
live virus, rather 
than the killed-virus type perfect­ 
ed by Dr. Salk. 
In addition to recommending a 
halt in manufacture, he said “ it 
would be better” if inoculations 
were postponed “ until this fall, 
when it does not have the poten­ 
tial danger it does now.”

their children's 
delinquent 
acts 
after that hour. 
Police obviously are not goin£ 
to bother juveniles who are be­ 
having themselves, Weissich said. 
“ W e just want to prevent 
them 
from bumming around the streets 
or otherwise engaging in activities 
not good for the public’s general 
welfare,” he explained. 
He cited recent crime figures to 
show that juveniles commit 49 per 
cent of burglaries, 43 per cent of 
grand thefts and 58 per cent of 
auto thefts. “ In view* of this, what 
do we have to look forward to?” 
he asked. 
“ According to the (federal) con­ 
stitution, juveniles 
are 
just 
as 
much 
people 
as 
anyone 
else,” 
countered 
Athearn, who said “ I 
(not only) don’t believe the or­ 
dinance will help the situation, I 
don’t even believe it is constitu­ 
tional. 
“ It makes it illegal for juveniles 
under 18 to ‘loiter, 
idle, 
stroll, 
play* in public places after 11 p.m.” 
he said, “ If a juvenile may wralk 
briskly home from a movie after 
that hour but not leisurely, I be­ 
lieve the ordinance is as mean­ 
ingless as it is unconstitutional,” 
said Athearn. 
“ Also,” he continued, “ we have 
a state law 
(section 702 of the

■which says that any parent who 
neglects a duty allowing a juven­ 
ile to become delinquent is guilty 
of a crime.”

He described the 
attitudes of 
some parents, copied by their chil­ 
dren, who feel “ whatever it is, I ’m 
against it.” 'They have a negative 
attitude, and prefer to get by on 
technicalities of the law and avoid 
the intent of the law. 
Juveniles pick up those attitudes, 
he continued.

McDaniel pointed out that there 
are more yacht owners in the Bay 
Area than there are at Moss Land­ 
ing, which can berth about 50 or 
60 yachts.

The Outfield— Part 1 
Instinct and a good eye are a 
big part of being a great outfielder. 
B u t most of it—and remember this 
— comes from studying the hitters 
and the pitchers. Don't forget that 
— the pitchers. 
Suppose 
you 
know 
that 
the 
pitcher is going to throw a high 
hard one on the outside to a right- 
handed batter. It is almost impos­ 
sible for him to slam that one 
onywhere but in the direction of 
right field. 
A good fielder instinctively starts 
in that direction at the crack of 
the bat. Your learn to tell from 
the sound of the hit whether it's 
going to be long or short. 


T U R N AND RU N 
If it’s a long one. you first get 
the right direction. Then you turn 
and run as fast as you can. And 
finally you turn and look over 
your shoulder for the flight of the 


ball. 
Most batters try to hit behind 
the runner. That means they try 
to hit into right field. You know 
who are hit-and-run batters, and 
who aren’t. If the batter is a hit- 
and-run man and has power, the 
right fielder plays deep. It he 
doesnt’s hit the long ball, then 
play in, especially against a right- 
hand hitter. At all times you must 
be aware of the situation. 
On base hits, the outfielder will 
usually throw to the base in front 
of the runner. You should keep the 
ball low in case of a cut-off by an 
infielder. 
That 
is 
why 
throws 
should come in on one hop insted 
of on the fly. They come in that 
way not because the outfielder's 
arm is poor. 


P L A Y CAN C H A N G E 
On a single to right, the right 
fielder may attempt to throw out 
a slow man trying for third base. 
An alert infielder, usually the sec­ 
ond baseman or shortstop, can size 
up the play. 
The runner may have the throw 
to third beaten, and the batter 
may be attempting to move to sec­ 
ond on the throw. W ith a low 
throw from right field, the sec­ 
ond baseman can easily step in 
the path of the ball. He can re­ 
lay it to second, getting the batter. 
The situation can always, change 
after the throw is made. T hat’s 
why it is important to keep the 
peg low. A high or an 'O ff-balance 
throw by an outfielder can make 
the difference between victory and 


defeat. 


C LO SE TO F O I L L IN E 
W ith a right-hand pull hitter at 
bat, the left fielder should paly 
close to the foul line. Most balls 
h it to left field curve or spin. This 
is especially true when a cui ve 
breaks inside to the batter. B e ­ 
cause the ball keeps fading to his 
right as he runs, the left fielder 
has to get the jump on it.

Bulganin, Nehru Call For

MONTEVIDEO, Uruguay (U K -

reported insisting on the complete 
eliminatiUh of President Juan D.

A three-m an m ilitary council 
was reported negotiating w ith the 
navy men when I left Buenos 
Aires at 3:30 p.m. yesterday. 
The army men, according to 
widespread reports, are exercising 
the inside power in the govern­ 
m ent and w ant to keep Peron in 
and work out a change gradually. 
The news of Peron’s excommu­ 
nication by the Rom an Catholic 
Church has not been printed in 
Buenos Aires nor has it been 
broadcast 
over 
the 
Argentine 
radio. 


However, m any have heard it on 
the broadcasts from Uruguay. 
Chief blame for the revolution 
may be placed on Vice Admiral 
Benjam in Gargiulo. Gargiulo shot 
himself in the M inistry of Navy 
Building last Thursday afternoon 
when the army won out. 
One of the first steps of the new 
look in government was to cut out 
all the big photographs of a smil­ 
ing Peron doing this or th at on al­ 
most every page of the official 
press. The official radio stopped 
talking about “Eva Peron passing 
into im m ortality” a t 8:25 p.m. as 
it has done nightly since her deatli 
at th a t hour three years ago. 
W hen the foreign correspondents 
noticed the omission they sent 
long stories about it through the 
Argentine censorship. The next 
day one small picture of Peron was 
ordered printed in each official 
paper and the reference to Evita’s 
im m ortality was put back on the 
air. 
T hat was thought by some to be 
an indication of the arm y’s desire 
to keep surface indications u n ­ 
changed.

called for world disarm am ent. 
They reaffirm ed the friendship 
between the two nations under 
N ehru’s five principles of peaceful 
co-existence which include non­ 
aggression and non-interference in 
the Internal affairs of other n a­ 
tions and outlined a program of 
further cooperation between the 
two nations. 
On the Formoean question they 
said "it is the earnest hope of both 
prim e m inisters th a t It will be 
possible by peaceful m eans to sat­ 
isfy the legitim ate rights of the 
Chinese peoples republic in re­ 
gard to Taiwan (Formosa)." 
The declaration was signed in 
the Krem lin last night after a 
lavish reception and was released 
this m orning shortly before Nehru 
took off for W arsaw on a Euro-

Attorney Genera! Puts 
Bible Use In Realistic Light

Attorney General Edm und G. Brown’s 
recent opinion on religion and use of the 
Bible in public schools seems to reach a sen­ 
sible and workable conclusion. In brief it 
was this: 
T he Bible has its place in the schools as a 
literary work and as reference material. It 
has no place as a textbook, for the teaching 
of religion, even to the degree that one ver­ 
sion of the Bible is preferred to another. 
It would be senseless to tell teachers that 
they could not refer to religion in, for 
example, a history class. How would they 
explain the Crusades? How would they 
explain the building of California’s famous 
missions? Indeed, it would not be possible 
to explain the settling of the New W orld 
and the very foundations of early forms of 
government in this country without under­ 
standing the religious backgrounds. 
The Bible also has exerted great influence 
on English and American literature, not to 
m ention other languages. Some of these are 
good influences, others bad. No teacher of 
literature worthy of her salt should desire 
to be forced to ignore such influence. She 
should be able, and now is able, to use 
specific Bible passages for discussion of their 
literary merit, or because of their eloquence 
or poetic beauty. 
Religious subjects are also properly used 
in study of art and music, the opinion said. 


Attorney General Brown widens the con­ 
cept of Bible use in the public schools as 
set down by then Attorney General U. S. 
W ebb in the mid-20's. Brown ruled: 
“Use of the Bible in the public schools 
may be proper, even though public school 
use of the bible for religious purposes is pro­ 
hibited by our constitution.” W ebb had 
apparently held that the Bible “may not be 
used in public schools for any purpose at 
all.” 
In this new opinion, however. Brown 
made it clear that the way had not been 
cleared for any type of religious activities in 
the classroom. No prayers, even simple 
prayers to a supreme being, are not allowed 
because “even atheists and agnostics are pro­ 
tected in their beliefs by the constitution” 
and for their children a daily prayer “would 
be a constant reminder of the conflict be­ 
tween home and school.” 
“In the great ideological struggle In which 
the world is now engaged, enforced con­ 
formity of thought is not a weapon which 
our side may use—it is rather one of the 
evils against which we fight,” the opinion 
declared. “T o the extent that public school 
religious exercises might conflict with the 
teachings of the home, we would be devi­ 
ating from the concept of individual respon­ 
sibility in religious matters and moving 
instead toward state control.”

CHICAGO (/P) — This is the 
time of year the amateur Iron- 
man-type driver loads his fam ­ 
ily into the car and grimly 
whooshes off toward some far 
distant vacation spot. 
Will he settle for 400, 500 ot 
even 600 miles a day? 


NOT THIS character. He** a 
time-tested, 700 plus miles-a-day 
demon who voraciously gobbles 
up those tedious distances. 
He carts 
along fruit, sand­ 
wiches and a Jug full of coffee 
for the family. The normal road 
break for lunch is not for the 
likes of him. He’s going places 
on a tight driving schedule that 
runs from sun-up to sun-down. 
Will he get there in one piece? 


MR. IRON-MAN simply oozes 
self-confidence 
on this point. 
After all, he’s a top-notch driver, 
he hasn’t consumed any intoxi­ 
cating liquor and hard driving 
doesn’t make him feel sleepy or 
tired. 
But safety experts and scien­ 
tists who have studied the in­ 
sidious effects of fatigue take 
a dimmer view of his chances. 
If he doesn’t doze off momen- 


tarily or run headlong into an 
emergency th at calls for a hair- 
trigger decision and response, 
the experts concede he’ll prob­ 
ably make out all right. 


BUT WHETHER he knows it 
or not, the long grind of steady 
driving will slow down his reac­ 
tion machinery and drop his 
vision and hearing ability below 
par. 


Knowledge of these slow-down 
effects is based on actual field 
and laboratory tests of the pri­ 
mary functions mostly closely re­ 
lated to hours of driving. 
One such study was made by 
the U.S. Public Health Service. 
Scientists tested truck drivers 
before and after a long stint at 
the wheel and after sleeping and 
resting. 


DRIVERS WERE given intri­ 
cate manual tasks and then 
timed with a stop-watch. They 
also were tested for simple reac­ 
tion time, réaction-coordination 
time, and manual steadiness. 


In one of these tests, the driv­ 
ers grasped an object shaped 
like a pencil and, as rapidly as 
possible, alternately tapped two 
small brass plates separated by

a block of wood. In another, they 
had to jab a pointed object 
through a series of different 
sized small holes without touch­ 
ing the sides. 


IN EACH OF the tests, the 
men who had not driven since 
sleeping made the best showing. 
Only 9 per cent of this group 
failed to measure up to a pre­ 
determined level of driving ef­ 
ficiency. Of the group which had 
driven seven hours or less, 27 
per cent failed to reach the ef­ 
ficiency level. But 42 per cent 
failed in the group which had 
driven 12 or more hours. 
Studies

U.S. Navy show th at fatigue con­ 
siderably reduces the ability to 
see, especially in dim light. 


GETTING BACK to Mr. Iron- 
Man, the National Safety Coun­ 
cil says his first mistake was in 
not setting a daily goal of 400 
miles, with an absolute limit of 
500 miles. 
Dr. Arthur H. Steinhaus, who 
made the Navy test, says an­ 
other serious mistake is to drive 
through the lunch hour. The 
simple exercise of leaving and 
reentering the car 
causes 
the 
heart to pump a much greater 
volume of fatigue-erasing blood 
to the brain. 
All 
investigators 
agree 
ab­ 
stinence from alcohol is a must 
on such trips. Numerous Inde­ 
pendent studies all show the re­ 
action-slowing effects from as 
little as two ounces of whisky. 


THE SAFETY COUNCIL offers 
these fatigue-fighting tips: 
1. Set a modest goal for a 
day’s drive, starting and stopping 
early. 
2. Stop 
whenever 
you 
feel 
drowsy or muscle strain. Drink 
water, 
walk 
around, 
breathe 
deeply. 
3. Break the monotony of un­ 
interesting stretches by singing, 
playing 
word 
games, 
license 
plate games or listening to the 
car radio. 
4. Keep your car well ventilat­ 
ed.

Failure To Solve 2 Big Problems 


WASHINGTON (JP) — It is 
accidental irony that the best 
hope for peaoe in the past 10 
years—the Big 
Four 
meeting 
next 
month—lie* 
outside 
the 
United Nations which, created to 
keep peace, is 
celebrating 
its 
10th birthday. 
The U.N. had nothing to do 
with arranging 
the Big Four 
meeting starting in Geneva July 
18 among President Eisenhower 
and the Prime Minister! of Brit­ 
ain, France and Russia. 


IT IS HARDLY a tribute to 
the U.N. that the Big Four de­ 
cided there might be a chance, 
by talking privately 
a m o n g 
themselves, of achieving what 
the U.N. in a decade had been 
unable to do. 
The U.N. has failed in the two 
biggest problems confronting it 
since the foreign ministers of its 
original 51 members signed the 
•harter June 26, 1945, in San 
Francisco: 
world 
disarmament 
and the elimination of atomic 
weapons. 
W hat happened in those 10 
years? The West and East split 
into opposing, armed camps in 
a cold war which they used to 
test each other’s mood, strength 
and determination. 


AND IN THAT cold war the 
big powers’ representatives in 


the U.N., although there for the 
sole purpose of speaking for their 
governments and to reach solu­ 
tions, could not find answers to 
their biggest problems. 
That 
cold war, except 
for 
some milder sounds from the 
Russians these days, shows no 
signs of diminishing or ending. 


Why then, since the govern­ 
ments could speak to one an­ 
other through the UN. where all 
could hear and judge, do the Big 
PYmr attem pt to get results in 
a closed-door meeting outside 
the UN.? 


PERHAPS BECAUSE the big 
powers, so accustomed in the 
past to doing business head to 
head, have not yet advanoed to 
that point in civilization where 
they can work in an open, par­ 
liamentary 
way 
through 
the 
world’s biggest parliament. 
To 
future 
generation» 
thie 
kind of personal diplomacy, a 
frank acknowledgment by the 
big powers that the UN. isn't 
quite enough for them, may 
seem childish and primitive. 
T hat long view may be why 
the 
UN. members 
celebrating 
their anniversary at San Fran­ 
cisco this week do not appear 
downcast. 
They 
know 
where 
there’s life there’s hope and the 
UN. is still very much alive.

Eliminate Food Bacteria

NEW YORK UP) — The food 
industry plans.to take still more 
of the drudgery out of kitchen 
work. It counts on using the 
atom to make better food and 
automation to provide cheaper 
food. 
Americans will spend for food 
about 65 billion dollars this year 
—four times as much as before 
the war. Even allowing for dol­ 
lar devaluation, th at’s still twice 
as much as 15 years ago. 


LEADERS 
OF 
the 
Grocery 
Manufacturers of America, say 
these things are in store for us: 
Lower prices can be achieved 
through greater production. They 
believe new machiney and new 
machinery 
and 
new 
methods 
methods should boost production 
by cutting present high costs. 
The revolution In the kitchen 
is to continue and may be speed­ 
ed up in the near future. What 
the industry calls convenience 
foods have brought about th* 
revolution. Packaged foods th at 
eliminate the kitchen drudgery 
by preparing vegetables and fruit 


and even meats ahead of time 
are to be increased in number 
and volume. 


SINCE WORLD WAR II pro­ 
cessed foods have Increased 45 
per cent — w h i l e population 
climbed 15 per cent. 
Research is going to be the 
watchword of the industry from 
now,* in the opinion of GMA’i 
president, Paul S. Willis. He de­ 
scribes some of the projects un­ 
der c o n s i d e r a t i o n now as 
“breath taking.” 
Atomic radiation is expected to 
play a double role. First, it’s be­ 
lieved that in the years ahead 
radio 
activity will 
show 
the 
farmer how to produce better 
food stuffs, and more cheaply. 
It is also counted upon to com­ 
bat the insects and disease that 
plague the farmer now. Second, 
atomic science 
is expected to 
have a major impact on food 
processing. 
There is a good chance that 
soon manufacturers will be ex­ 
posing various foods to atomia 
radiation to eliminate bacteria 
and 
thereby 
greatly 
increase 
shelf life of their product*.

May Wind Up Peaceably 


100 Summer Jobs 
Predicted In Marin 


A prediction th at more than 100 
high 
school students will find 
summer employment in Marin has 
been made by Lee Q. Charette, 
manager of the San Rafael office 
of the California State Employ­ 
ment service. 
Charette said more than 100 
youths were placed in vacation 
jobs last year and “this year, eco­ 
nomic conditions would indicate 
that more will find employment.” 
Student applications have been 
gathered as a result of interviews 
at the various schools conducted by 
business and professional people 
throughout Marin in the second 
annual project of the Employment 
for Youth Committee of the Marin 
Community Council.

It looks as if Dr. Walter C. 
Clowers of Sausalito will be per­ 
mitted to keep most of his newly 
built maintenance deck at 512 
Sausalito boulevard. 


The city earlier this month issued 
him a show cause order asking 
why he had proceeded with con­ 
struction when it appeared that 
his uncovered deck was hanging 
over the property of neighbor Rus­ 
sell Papenhausen. After an ex­

discussion 
on 
where the property line was and 
who asked whom to do what w'hen, 
the council told Dr. Clowers he’d 
have to cut off any of the deck 
which 
protruded 
over 
Papen- 
hausen’s property. 


In addition, Dr. Clowers will be 
required* to apply to the city for 
a permit to build a fence partially 
on city property. 


The doctor had asked permission 
to build his maintenance deck up 
to the property line rather than 
back from it the five feet required 
by the building code. His house is 
built on a narrow lot. 


The principal trouble arose when 
two surveys showed the property 
line in two different locations. One 
would have left Dr. Clowers’ deck 
at 
the 
property 
line, 
another 
showed that the deck went over­ 
board into Papenhausens yard 
by as much as three feet. 


The city ordered his contractor, 
Peter Bates, to stop work until the 
correct property line could be 
determined. At the same time the 
council asked Dr. Clowers why he 
had proceeded with the work on 
the deck when a variance was re­ 
quired no m atter where the prop­ 
erty line was. 


A third survey has been appar­ 
ently agreed upon by Dr. Clowers 
and Papenhausen, but City Atty. 
John Ehlen asked that the council 
withhold action on the variance 
until he could draw up a resolu-

Dental Research 
Needs More Funds 
CHICAGO (U.R)—More dollars for 
research would be the most effec­ 
tive means of reducing the na­ 
tion’s enormous yearly bill for 
dental care, according to the presi­ 
dent of the American Dental As­ 
sociation. 
Dr. Daniel F. Lynch, Washing­ 
ton, D. C., set the bill at over $1,- 
400,000,000, including $100,000,000 
spent by the government on the 
teeth of veterans, members of the 
armed forces and others. 
“The government allocates only 
$2,000,000 to support dental re­ 
search which might prevent these 
dental ills,” Lynch said, terming 
this “a hardly realistic approach” 
to the problem. 
He indicated th at the same ap­ 
proach prevails elsewhere and call­ 
ed for increased backing for den­ 
tal research. 
“No genuine profession could ex­ 
ist without a relentless search for 
new facts, and no genuine health 
profession could long manage to 
exist without a foundation of re­ 
search, if there is to be real prog­ 
ress in the service rendered to the 
public,” he concluded.
